CHICAGO, May T,—Shortly after noon 


Thursday Capt O'Dounell and a detach- 
ment of ollicers swooped down upon tho 
ollico of The liudononost, a Bohemian pnpor 
published at 010 Center avenue. The loca- 
tion has long boon known to bo the hot-bed 
ot socialism in Chicago. 
Tho placo had 


evidently beou deserted in a hurry and 
nothing was found o.xcept anarchist circu- 
lars ana wall mottoes. The circulars were 
similar to tho speeches usually made by 
those quack doctors of tho body politic and 
tho mottoes woro, liko tho circulars, printed 
in Bohemian and Gorman—the latter by 
far tho most gory, tho following being 
specimens: '-Down 
with tho employe™, 


throne, altar, and monoy bags. Lot us in 
unison destroy thorn." "Misery is the vis- 
itor of tho poor; tho rich know not war.t, 
and tho people's pity beckons revolution 
and death." "Work is freedom, freedom is 
broad: thoroforo lot the poor man light with 
us until death." About fifty small black 
flags, the stall's of which wero stained with 
blood, woro among tho furnishings of tho 
room, besides a number of rod flags and 
largo rod banners bearing riotous legends. 
The entire coutents of tho room wero confis- 
cated by tho ollicors and the locality is now 
guarded from overy point. 


A WOUNDED ANAUCIIIST FOUND. 


Whilo on this raid Captain O'Donnoll 


rnad« a startling discovery. Vpon a miser- 
able cot In tho roar of No. 10, Fiek streot, 
was stretched tho form of a man whoso 
pinched features gave ovory evidence ot ex- 
treme bodily suffering. 
On examination ho 


was found to bo shot through tho log and 
after confessing that ho rocoivod his injury 
at tho Haymarkot riots he was taken to tho 
Twelfth street station. 
Ho stated that his 


name was John Michalak;', that ho was a 
telegraph operator and painter and that he 
was born iu Poland and came to America 
last Septernbnr. 
Ho gavo a rambling and 


incoherent account of his presence at tho 
outbreak, but failed to account for tho 
murderous weapon found under his bed—a 
huge blunderbuss, manufactured in Prague. 
His statement are EO disconnected and un- 
natural that tho ofucors will hold him for 
further developments. 
In appearance ho is 


tho true typo of tho imported nihilist. 


Tho ferocity of sharks is ofton exagger- 


ated. The man-eater, as a rule, is a coward, 
and unless starved will not face a deter- 
mined oneniy: ofton a slight splash will send 
him off. 
In tho Gulf oC Mexico I Imvo of- 


ton dived from a whar£ whore raan-eators, 
ton. and twelve loot long, had been seen pass- 
ing but a few minutes before; but tho swim- 
mers numbered ton or twenty, and their 
noiso had always prevented an attack, so 
nouo was feared. 
Wo frequently swam 


singly and in parties ovor a channel whera 
a shark-hook, baited with a grouper, would 
bo taken any time, yot an accident novor 
occurred. This was many years ago, and, 
curiously enough, 1 never enjoy swimming 
iu open water now, ovoii in tho north, from 
a dread oC sharks. The only time I was 
over followed was onco in wailing ovor tlio 
root in about threo feet of water, when a 
young shark four toot loug started alter mo, 
"but 1 reached tho dry reef well ahead 


On one occasion wo had hooke I ri largo 


shark, and wo wero steadying the boat, that 
was rushing along at a rapid rate, so thai 
it would uot capsue, when 1 happened to 
look overboard and saw four or live large 
sharks swimming along ton foot or so be- 
neath tho surface, thoir sides turned slightly 
upward, evidently interested in what was 
going on. They followed us soroo tin)'.', 
leaving when wo got our captive along- 
side. 
No more exciting sport than sunrk- 


ilshing can bo had, and I have often 
handled a man-eater from the beach, an 1 
brought him in shore, tho son'o'. boing 
simply to have plenty of liue. 
Two hun- 


dred yards of rope, about tho si.'.o of n 
clothes-lino, though ot bolter quality, war, 
what I used, and by hauling and slacking 
the largest shark will souii be drowiu-d. 
Ten or twenty men woro o'ten required to 
haul these monsters upon the beach, and 
when they came out struggling and leaping, 
tho long black romoras clinging to their 
tawnv sides, it was an inspiring spectacle. 
I tried keeping a man-cator in coniinement, 
but it was not a success. He lived six 
months, but refused food, varying from 
fresh grouper to live cats from the lirst, 
and at last died, presumably from 
starva- 


tion. 
His jaw, that would easily slip over 


my head, graces the cabinet of the Museum

At 12:30 o'clock this afternoon an 


alarm of fire was sounded on the west 
sido fire bell which summoned the fire 
department to tho little frame builcing 
in tho rear of tho Captain Norcross' Biver 
street block, occupied by the Electric 
light company as their dynamo and power 
building. The entire department res-

in 
quick 
time,

Very few minutes had four 
poworful 


streams of water pouring onto the flames' 
The building, constructed entirely of 
wood, ceiled inside, and covered with a 
sheel iron root, Ihol coilicg being lined 
with paper board, made il very difficull 
to get at he fire, which had worked ita 
way between the studding to tho roof- 
After tearing away a portion of tho sid- 
iog the department succeeded in roach- 
ing the bed ot the fire, and it was speed- 
ily extinguished. 


The loss on tho building will not ex- 


ceed S200. Tho electric light machinery 
is considerably damaged, to what extent 
is not now known. The building and 
machinery is owned by Capt, Pliny Nor- 
cross, who has an insurance of §4,800 
with companies represented in this city 
by JD. B. Kinney as follows: City of 
London, 81,500; Hamberg-Bremon;Sl,500 
Citizens of 3 Pittsburg, 51,500; and $300 
on tbe building in tbe German of Pcoi-ia. 


The lire was tho effect of carelessness 


in allowing a party of small boys to play 
around a bonfire a short distance from 
the building, A little five year old son 
Mr. 
J. L. Gilbert, ^proprietor ot tbe 


restaurant in tho Norcrose block, states 
that ho was at ploy around this building 
with another boy^somewhat larger than 
himself, but whoso name ho does not 
know.
